where Soldiers, Garriſons, and Frontiers 
were conti in which Caſe Depreda- 
tions and Frativos are frequent ; and it 
would be then in the Power of every Ca 
tain of a Troop of Horſe, when he thought 
fit, to break the Peace, and (et all in a

The T of Union beta e n theſe Na- 
tions, would bave but a very infirm Foun- 
dation, if it lay in the Power, or at the 
Mercy of any ſeparate Branch, even of the 

Government, much leſs at the Mercy of pri- 
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is the firſt and moſt im 


rate Men or Parties of Men, Miniſters o- 
State, Officers of Cuftoms, or all the 
& Czters's of the Adminiſtration, to break or 
diſſolve it. 

Tis evident, no Power on Earth, but the 
Parliament of Britain, can put a Period to 
this Union. And how that can do it, I ſhall 
diſcourſe hereafter.
